The aggreg.te number of miles of 
railroad proposed to be built by these 
corporations was 7,748, of which 1,465 
had been constructed at the time re- 
quired for the completion of the entire 
lines The aggregate amount of lands 
granted these eight corporations is 
116,580,008 acres, “of which 3,071,391 
have been patented to the several com- 
panies.

The Coroner's Jury Investigate the 
Evidence and Report. 


The Autopsy—The Testimony ef the * 
Witmesses—Death by the Hands 
of Partiés Unknown. 


The Coroner’ sJury summoned to appear 
in the Morgue Thursday afternoon were: 
E. A. Decamp, J.-McClellan, J. F. Rich- 
ardson, Joseph Lemasne, Thomas J. Bed- 
ford and J. Boisson. 

Rey. Peter Verdaguer was duly sworn 
and said: Saw the lady lying before me, 
yesterday, the 29th inst, between 10 and 
11 a.m. She was suffering terribly from 
pain in the chest, and in the right side; 
from the lady of the house she was in, on 
the corner of High and New High street, I 
learned that two men, one American and 
one Mexican, on Los Angeles street, had 
put their hands on her throat and their 
knees on her stomach and took fifteen dol- 
lars from her. I asked her how she knew 
it was a Mexican or an American; her an- 
swer was, From the talk of the man I 
could judge it was a Mexican.“ Do not 
know if it was the lady that told me this, 
or the deceased. After catching her they 


threw her down, and placed their knees on 
her side. The deceased informed me that 
it was a Mexican and an American. The 
assault took place Tuesday evening, March 
28th, about dark. She was very sick when 
she informed me of this. I did not believe 
she would die. I think her age is about 
sixty years. She obtained money from the 
es family, near Seventh street. 

e jury then adjourned till Friday at 
10 a. M., to allow the physicians to hold 
a post mortem examination, which the 
did Thursday evening, an account of whic 
was published in yesterday's Tuns. 

The jury convened again at the Morgue 
yesterday at 10 A. u. and the examination 
was resumed. 

Dr. Walter Lindley, sworn—I performed 
an autopsy last night upon the body of an 
Indian woman about fifty years old; the 
external appearance showed a scratch un- 
der the left ear and a swollen abdomen; no 
bruises appeared, and nothing to show ex- 
ternal violence; the spots in the side were 

t mortem discolorings; opened the ab- 
—— and found the parts inflamed; the 
omentum, particularly the peritoneum, 
was highly showing inflam ma- 
tion; the abdominal cavity contained 
about a pint of purulent fluid, which was 
the result of inflammatory action; the 
other parts were examined; the contents 
of chest and stomach were in good condi- 
tion; the trouble was in the abdomen. 

Dr. Nadeau—Did you think anything 
} showed the result of short peritonetis? 
Answer—From five to six days. 

Dr. Nadeau— Was the bladder and loins 
in good condition? 
Answer—Yes. 
Dr. Nadeau—How did you find the 
heart? 

Answer—Nothing abnormal. Nothing 
showed external violence; all would have 
occurred in persons dying a natural death. 
Dr. Nadeau—Supposing she had been 
struck, or received violent external press- 
ure, could it have been done by the 27th 
instant, according to the present condition 
of the purulent effusion. | 
Answer—Possibly so. 

Dr. Nadeau—Did you think the inflam- 
mation was from natural causes or vio- 
nce? 

Answer—Either way. 

Dr. Nadeau—Do you think it could haye 
come from blows? 

Answer—Yes, possibly; can’t give an 
opinion. 

Dr. Nadeau—If this was the result of 
violence could she have suffered several 
days violently so as to have made known 
her condition? 

Answer— Yes. 

Dr. Nadeau—Did you find any broken 
ribs? 

Answer—No. 

Dr. Joseph Kurtz, sworn— Assisted Dr. 
Lindley in this * mortem; concur in 
the statement of Dr. Lindley; the only 
reason I think that death may have been 
done by violence was the speedy death 
after the injury; do not think there would 
ha ve been the amount of purient matter 
—＋ appeared in the abdominal cavity had 

e 

she died on the 29th. 
Dr. Nadeau—Supposing the abnormal 
condition had taken place on the 21st, 
would the pus found correspond to the 
amount discovered at the examination? 

Answer—No. 

The jury then took a recess till 2 P. M. 
yesterday. On reassembling the examina- 
tion of witnesses was resumed. 

Pierre Loiseau, sworn—Am a bar-kee 
er; reside in Los Angeles; knew the lady 
that died in my house day before yester- 
day; her name was Pulqueria Arollos; she 
asked me some time ago for a reom; I gave 
it to her; she came to the room last Satur- 
day or Sunday, the 25th or 26th of this 
month; she was not sick then; had not 
seen her for a month; she came to my 
place of business; was in the middle of the 
stairs; she called for the key; when there 
she met a young Spanitrd; heard 
her speak toe him in Spanish, 
„Let me alone, you vagabond. The 
man was about twenty-five or twenty-six 
years of age; think I should know him if I 
saw him again; saw the man use no vio- 
lence; the woman came t my place the 
day after that; she was taken sick; she 
told me the day I gave her the key, „the 
vagabond hurt me with his knee;”’ this 
occurred to her Monday evening between 
seven and eight o’clock; she told me he 
took hold of her und knocked her down, 
and took fifteen dollars, from her breast; 
the Spaniard knocked her down and took 
the money; she said she was knocked 
down the evening before she told me; 
don’t know from her statement whether 
it was on Saturday or Sunday; sure it was 
Saturday or Sunday the woman came to 
my place; she went to my house the sec- 
ond day after the accident. 

Adelaide Dominguez, sworn—Knew the 
deceased; she came to my house yesterday 
week Thursday, March 23.—Rep.| She 
complained of being ill; said she had pains 
in the head; and that they were caused by 
blows; was six days in my house before 
she died; noticed her right side; she com- 
plained of pains there and in the hips; she 
washed; don’t know where she lived be- 
fore coming to me; she remained from the 
time she came till she died; she said she 
did not know who assaulted her; only de- 
scribed the man and the result of the 
assault. 

‘The jury brought in the verdict that 
she came to her death by violence at the 
hands of some person or persons unknown 


to the jury. |
